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Most  of  the  annual  streamflow  in  the  Western  United  States  originates  as  snowfall.  This  snowfall 
accumulates  high  in  the  mountains  during  winter  and  early  spring.  As  the  snowpack  accumulates, 
hydrologists  estimate  the  runoff  that  will  occur  when  it  melts.  Predictions  are  based  on  careful  measure- 
ments of  snow  water  equivalent  at  selected  index  points.  Precipitation,  temperature,  soil  moisture  and 
antecedent  streamflow  data  are  viewed  in  conjunction  with  snowpack  data  to  prepare  funoff  forecasts. 
This  report  presents  a comprehensive  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions  for  areas  dependent 
upon  surface  runoff.  It  includes  selected  streamflow  forecasts,  summarized  snowpack  and  precipitation 
data,  reservoir  storage  data  and  narratives  describing  current  conditions. 

Streamflow  forecasts  are  cooperatively  generated  by  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  National  Weather 
Service  hydrologists.  Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  mroe  data  affecting  runoff  becomes  known.  For 
this  reason  forcasts  are  issued  that  reflect  three  future  precipitation  conditions  — Below  Normal,  Average, 
and  Above  Normal.  These  forecasts  are  termed  reasonable  minimum,  most  probable,  and  reasonable 
maximum.  Actual  streamflow  can  be  expected  to  fall  between  the  lower  and  upper  forecast  values  eight 
out  of  ten  years. 

Snowpack  data  are  obtained  by  using  a combination  of  manual  and  automated  measurement  methods. 
Manual  readings  of  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  are  taken  at  locations  called  snow  courses  on  a 
monthly  or  semi-monthly  schedule  during  the  winter.  In  addition,  snow  water  equivalent,  precipitation, 
temperature,  and  other  parameters  are  monitored  on  a daily  basis  and  transmitted  via  radio  telemetry  to 
central  data  collection  facilities.  Both  monthly  and  daily  data  are  used  to  project  snowmelt  runoff.

NEVADA 


SNOWPACK  MEASUREMENT 

Snowpack  conditions  improved  throughout  Nevada  during  the 
last  month.  Lake  Tahoe  basin  water  content  is  currently  90% 
o-f  twenty  year  averages.  This  is  an  improvement  o-f 
approximately  ten  percent  -from  previous  measurements.  The 
Fallen  Leaf  site  has  7 inches  o-f  snow  water  compared  to  an 
average  o-f  2.9  inches.  The  current  basin  snow  water  content 
is  90%  o-f  last  year's  readings. 

Truckee  River  snow  courses  also  improved  during  the  month 
with  the  basin  total  approximately  90%  o-f  average.  The 
Donner  Park  #2  course  has  17.5  inches  o-f  snow  water  content 
compared  to  an  average  o-f  16.8  inches. 

The  Carson  River  basin  snowpack  increased  slightly  during 
the  last  month.  The  basin  snow  water  content  is  currently 
85%  of  average.  The  Ebbetts  Pass  snow  course  has  30.2 
inches  of  snow  water  content.  The  average  for  the  course  is 
38.3  inches,  and  the  basin  snowpack  is  85%  of  last  year's 
val ues. 

There  was  a dramatic  snowpack  improvement  in  the  last  thirty 
days  within  the  Walker  River  basin.  The  basin  is  currently 
85%  of  average,  a 15%  improvement  since  March  1.  Eighteen 
inches  of  water  content  was  measured  at  Virginia  Lakes  Ridge 
while  24.6  inches  were  recorded  at  Sonora  Pass. 

Snow  water  content  increased  in  both  the  upper  and  lower 
Humboldt  River  basins.  The  lower  basin  snowpack  increased 
by  25%  since  March  1.  The  basin  is  currently  145%  of 
average.  The  upper  basin  snowpack  increased  10%  to  115%  of 
average.  Snow  courses  south  of  Austin  are  signif icantly 
above  average-  The  Big  Creek  Mine  course  is  207%  of  average 
while  the  Big  Creek  Campground  course  is  200%  of  average. 
Total  Humboldt  River  drainage  is  125%  of  twenty  year 
averages,  but  only  58%  of  last  year's  record  accumul ati ons. 

The  eastern  Nevada  basin  snow  water  content  increased 
approx i matel y 30%  during  the  last  thirty  days.  The  basin  is 
125%  of  average-  The  Kalamazoo  Creek  snow  course  is  155%  of 
average  with  9-4  inches  of  snow  water.  Berry  Creek  reported 
16-0  inches  of  water  compared  to  an  average  of  14-2  inches- 
The  basin  is  130%  of  last  year's  figures- 
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Snowpack  conditions  in  the  southern  portion  o-f  Nevada  have 
remained  relatively  stable  since  March  1.  Measurements  at 
Kyle  Canyon  show  11-S  inches  o-f  snow  water.  No  snow  was 
reported  at  the  same  course  last  year-  The  basin  is  130X  o-f 
aver age - 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE 

The  water  stored  in  reservoirs  and  lakes  and  available  -for 
summer  use  is  above  average  -for  April  1.  Total  water 
storage  in  the  seven  monitored  reservoirs  is  125>C  o-f 
average.  Total  storage  is  currently  1,110,400  acre  -feet,  an 
increase  o-f  102,200  acre  -feet  since  March  1-  There  are 

548.000  acre  feet  of  stored  water  in  Lake  Tahoe.  This  value 
is  130%  of  the  April  1 average  and  74%  of  the  lake's  usable 
capacity.  Rye  Patch  Reservoir  has  168,000  acre  feet  of 
stored  water  and  is  86%  of  capacity. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS 

Streamflow  forecasts  for  the  Carson,  Walker  and  Truckee 
River  basins  remain  below  average  while  all  other  forecast 
values  are  above  average.  The  Truckee  River  at  Farad, 
California  is  forecasted  at  245,000  acre  feet  for  the  period 
April  1 through  July  31  and  is  91%  of  twenty  year  averages. 
The  forecast  for  the  Little  Truckee  River  above  Boca, 
California  is  83,000  acre  feet  or  95%  of  average. 

All  forecast  values  for  the  Carson  River  are  approximately 
90%  of  average.  The  forecast  for  the  Carson  River  near  Fort 
Churchill,  Nevada  is  148,000  while  the  West  Carson  at 
Woodfords,  California  will  produce  48,000  acre  feet  during 
the  April  to  July  period. 

The  East  Walker  near  Bridgeport,  California  is  forecasted  at 

63.000  acre  feet  while  the  East  Walker  near  Coleville, 
California  is  expected  to  produce  139,000  acre  feet.  Both 
values  are  95%  of  average. 

The  forecast  values  on  the  Humboldt  River  are  above  average 
for  April  1.  The  forecast  for  the  Humboldt  River  at 
Palisade,  Nevada  is  250,000  acre  feet  which  is  109%  of 
average.  The  Humboldt  River  at  Comus,  Nevada  will  produce 

200.000  acre  feet  during  the  April  through  July  period. 

This  value  is  116%  of  average.
